Last Day of Legislaticn. 

The house passed the Candler bill re- 
quiring all corporations to register wita 
the corporation commissioner, who sliall 
be the secretary of state his salary be- 
ing increased by $1,200, and concurred 
with the senate amendments to the Perry 
bill creating agricultural schools in eaci 
congressional district. At the afternoon. 
Fession the Phil Cook county bill was 
killed, and at the night session the bil 
essigning new counties to senatorial dis- 
tricts was passed. An agreement wiin 
the senate was reached over the pure 
food bill, which no woniy needs the gov- 
€rnor’s signature to become a law. 

The genate at the morning’ seszion 
passed the pure food bill and the Prriy 
bill; at the afternoon session passed ihe 
appropriation of $15,000 for the Gordon 
Statue and a like amount for the shaft 
to James Oglethorpe, and at the nighi 
session killeq the anti-cigarette bill, the 
measure being talked to death, 

As early as noon it was apparent that 
yesterday was the last day of the sea- 
sion of the general assembly of Georgia. 
This was less apparent to the casual 
visitor to the senate chamber, where the 
wheels of state move in accord with the 
Siaid dignity of that august body, than 
it was in the house, where the exuber- 
ance of the members began at that hour 
to manifest itself. 

More than once Speaker Slaton sug- 
gested, with a kindly emile belying the 
severity of the tones or nis voice, that 
“members would refrain from throwing 
paper balls at their fellow members, 
such exuberance of spirits tending to re- 
tard the progress of the business of the 
house, the same being a pastime into 
Which the speaker would enter into with 
zest at the proper time.”

Enough of this conversation was overheard on the train to make 
a good story in The Augusta Chronicle the next day. By heroic 
efforts McDuffie was carried for Watson by a small plurality. 
Barnes waited several weeks for Watson to put him in control, but 
as he heard nothing on the subject, about the 28th of November, 
1904, he went to Watson’s house to see about it. With his usual 
efirontery Watson was confused and began to make excuses, but 
Barnes pressed him for a fulfillment of his promise. Watson told 
him it would be ruinous to Watson to fulfill his promise now, as 
he (Watson) had begun a between-seasons engagement with the 
democratic party and wanted rather to cover his trail leading from 
the republican camp. 
WATSON WANTED TO DISFRANCHISE NEGROES 
TO BUILD REPUBLICAN PARTY IN GEORGIA. 
Then Watson unfolded to Barnes the present disfranchisement 
scheme. Barnes sarcastically asked: 
“HOW DOES THAT INTEREST ME?” 
“WHY, DON’T YOU SEE,” SAID WATSON, “THAT ONE 
OF THE FIRST EFFECTS OF DISFRANCHISING THE 
NEGRO WOULD BE TO BUILD UP A STRONG WHITE RE- 
PUBLICAN PARTY IN GEORGIA. ALL THE RAILROAD 
PEOPLE, THE BANKERS, THE LAWYERS, AND THE RICH 
PEOPLE FAVOR THE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM, AND IT’S 
ONLY THE NEGRO THAT KEEPS THEM OUT. THE NE- 
GRO IS THE CRUEL OLD MAN OF THE SEA, AND IF WE 
CAN GET RID OF THE ODIUM AND INCUBUS OF THE 
NEGRO WE CAN BEAT THE DEMOCRATS.” 
Barnes soon quit the interview in disgust and he said that from 
the way Watson kept mentioning the “United States senatorship,” 
‘1e was satisfied that Watson had at least two strings to his bow, _ 
and was, to change the metaphor, “grazing near the gap,” where he | 
was ready to jump into the party that offered him the richest re- 2 
ward.
